Evidently the state railway commis- 


sion of Wisconsin believe that the ac-

Farrell Is of New York and

was an executive board member of 
the iron workers' union. 


James Cooney, Chicago, 
nest ap- 


peared before the court. Cooney was 
questioned whether he had 
written 


any letters about dynamite plots. He 
r.aid he never had. and Mr. Miller 
said no letters of Cooney's had been 
introduced because there wore none 
of Importance. 


"Why should Ortle E. MoManlgal 


testify falsely, against 
you?" asked 


the court. 


"I don't know why he should," an- 


swered Cooney. 


"Do you believe that organized la- 


bor h;is the right to resort to 
vio- 


lence In its strikes?" nslved the court. 


"I So not," said Cooney. 
Asked whether there- was any evi- 


dence against Cooney other than Mc- 
Manigal's testimony 
he said three 


witnesses corroborated 
McManigal's 


testimony. 


McManigal's testimony was that as 


a hired dynamiter, ho met Cooney in 
a saloon in Chicago, with President 
Ryan of the Iron Workers' Union and 
that they a'.l referred to dynamiting 
non-u.uion jobs. 


James Coughlin,. a former Iron 


Workers' 
business a;ent In Chicago, 


was next called. 


Dynamiting Jfor Right 


While Coughlin was walking' for- 


ward, Judge Anderson said: • 


"I learn one of these 
defendants 


told an officer of the court that if all 
the iron workers who had knowledge 
of dynamiting were cought, the Jails 
of the country would 1-c filled. 
Tho 


evidence has been bad enough, but 
this report riw.y not bs convincing.

The district 
attorney. Interrupted, saying the evi- 
dence was enough to. justify the ver- 
dict.'Dp you think the dynamiting cam-:

. "No sir, vour honor, I do not," said 


Couahlin. 


Coughlin told the-court, he was 


married and had two children.

At this time Judge Anderson did 


not indicate when he would impose 
sentences. 
Just as Frank J. Murphy, Detroit, 


was called. Judge Anderson announc- 
ed- hia purpose -in 
questioning the 


men. 
"I ;itn doing so because I don't be- 


lieve -you have had the defense you 
ought- to have -had," said the judge. 
"That's why. I am questioning you. 
You don't have to answer any ques- 
tion.. If'you feel the answers 
will 


prejudice your case." 


Murphy Favors Sentences 


Murphy was asked whether he had 


not boon arrested in July,. 1911, after 
the .McNamAras were arrested.

accident after 11 o'clock 
Saturday 


.night, at the Stnto street bridge. The 
four 'men' r" ~"f to"'the"'clty~ early in 
the evening, Mr. Hennesy driving h;.s 
costly Kambler car.. They registered 
<it the Colonial hotel and afterward 
took in the town. 


At about 11:20 o'clock they came 


down Main street in the car and Pol- 
iceman Madden, who observed them, 
states that the machine was running 
at least 30 to 35 miles an hour. Turn- 
Ing west into East State street, the 
machine headed across the bridge. 


Damage to Bridge 


Evidently the driver of the machine 


could not see the roadway of the ap- 
proach and kept too far to the north. 
With a crash, the front wheel of the 
machine struck the 'run girder of the 
approach, split the iron which Is an 
eighth ot an Inch thick, for a dlsta.nce 
of six feet, then dropped off into the 
roadway and ran forty feet further, 
stripping and breaking a number of 
girders iilong the bridge protection. 


One of the front wheels of the auto- 


mobile was broken in pieces and the 
other partly wrecked, while the ma- 
chine was completely put out of com- 
mission. 


Patrolman Madden took the party 


to the police office and Mr. Hennesy 
put up $20 as a bond to appear in 
court this afternoon, 
on charge of 


reckless driving of an 
automobile. 


One of the party became so boisterous 
that it was necessary to lock him up. 


Kscapo Remarkable One 


The accident was one of tho most 


remarkable on record In this city, so 
far as an automobile is concerned, 
and how the occupants of the machine 
escaped injury or death Is Indeed mir- 
aculous. 
The point where the auto- 


mobile struck the iron girder is di- 
rectly above Wisconsin street, a dis- 
tance of thirty feet. How the 
ma- 


chine escaped capsizing or" crashing 
through the railing to the north and 
.landing on the street below Is hard 
to explain. To have split th« Iron 
girder, it must have been running at 
terrific speed, 


After the accident the machine was 


taken to the Washington avenue gar- 
age ;ind Mr. Hennesy left for Keno- 
sha. 


This afternoon when the case was 


called against Mr. Hennessy in 
the 


Municipal court he failed to appear, 
but a friend appeared for him and 
admitted that he was guilty of exceed- 
ing the speed limit.

Chief of Police Baker stated to the 


court that Mr, Hennessy, through his 
friends, 
had 
contracted 
with 
the 


Greene 
Engineering 
company, 
to 


'make repairs to-the bridge and that 
the city would not be put anything. 


Judge Smieding then imposed a fine 


of $10 and costs.

In each squad were 
at least two women.

ers for gathering places. Violence has 
been discountenanced by the leaders 
and tho walkout today v/as accom- 
panied by no disorder.

Want Land Bureau 


A meeting of the Wisconsin Associa- 


tion of Real Estate Brokers .will be 
held at Green Buy, January 21st and 
22d. 
It Is expected that a prelimin- 


ary draft of a bill by ,-which it U pro- 
posed to establish a state land bureau 
with powers much. more extensive 
than those at present appertaining, to 
the state Immigration, will be read. 


The bill provides, in effect, that the 


state of Wisconsin go into the land 
and real estate business for the pur- 
pose of encouraging immigration into 
the 
now unsettled portions of the 


state. The bureau 
through 
which 


this feature of the state's activities 
.will be handled is to consist of three 
commissioners appointed by the gov- 
ernor, and will be designated as the 
Wisconsin Land Settlement Bureau. 


Not more than- two of the commis- 


sioners, it is stipulated, shall be mem- 
bers of the same political party.. The 
commissioners are empowered' to em- 
'ploy a permanent secretary who will 
be in charge of the commission's of- 
fice in the capital. 
The bureau will 


compile a 1'i't of lands for salt'by it, 
ami by owners or agents, who by af- 
filiating with the bureau and paying a 
nominal fee will become bonded sell- 
ers. 


Provision Is also made for the ad- 


vertising of these lands under the aus- 
pices of the bureau in bulletins and 
standard publications, and for nego- 
tiations, in behalf of sellers, with rail- 
roads, public utility companies, state 
and federal officers, societies purpos- 
ing agricultural development and em- 
ployment agencies. 
The 
bureau 
is 


given power to investigate cases .of 
reported fraud on the part of dealers 
and agents where settlers are con- 
cerned and to take criminal action if 
necessary. 
Tho right of any person 


listed as a bonded land seller will, be 
revoked upon his conviction In an ac- 
tion 'of this nature, or if the bureau is 


j satisfied that he is not living1 up .to 
the provisions and the intent of the 
law. 


It Is .also designed that the com- 


mission shall act as a board of arbi- 
tration in disputes arising over land 
negotiations i£ these are not serious 
enough to warrant a trial in the courts.

tics are kept a year behind by order 
of the state board 'of control. Nearly 
every line of the work performed by 
the sheriff, excepting the service of 
papers, is covered In the report.

as the state requires of men pursuing 
the 
liberal 
professions—physicians, 


lawyers, accountants, f.'tc.—is recom- 
mended by State Banking Commis- 
sioner Albert E. Kuolt In his annual 
report submittud to the governor to- 
day. He asks that no new. bank 
be 


permitted to transact business 
with 


the public without having in charge 
of its affairs a competent managing 
officer. 


The commissioner renews his re- 


commendation 
for 
provision 
for 


checking "undue and harmful compe- 
tition among banks through reason- 
ably enlarging the power of refusing 
charters vested in the commissioner 
of banking;'and his recommendation 
for an amendment to enable state 
.banks to qualify as depositories of 
postal savings funds. 


Declaring that Milwaukee is now 


abundantly supplied with banking fa- 
cilities. Commissioner Kuolt says: 


"A due regard for the interests of 


the public and 
fairness 
to existing 


banks would seem to demand that the 
minimum amount of capital for new 
banks in the state's metropolis should 
be fixed by law at not less than $100,- . 
000." 


Commissioner Kuolt's report pre- 


sents the financial condition of 590

arc the two big factors in the growth 
and betterment of all the grain-belt 


i states. This was the underlying idea 


'. in the address delivered hist month 
1 before the Iowa State Teachers' Con- 
vention by the state superintendent of 
public instruction, A. M. Deyoe. That 
Iowa, as well as all the typically agri- 
cultural states of the nation, must be- 
come educated away from the 
old 


style of road and the old style of one- 
room schoolhouse before it can attain 
to the full measure of Its greatness, 
is quite generally conceded. Superin- 
tendent Dcyoe made some valuable 
suggestions as to how the money ex- 
pended for good roads might be spent 
to better advantage, saying: 


"Good schools and good roads are 


the two most important needs in rural 
communities. 
Both may be secured 


! with but little greater expense than 
[ the cost of maintaining the present 


I prevailing system of rural schools and 


I the indifferent methods used In road 
! building. The consolidation of schools 
! is not wholly dependent upon 
the 


i making of 
permanent roads. 
The 


transportation of pupils to school Is 
being managed quite satisfactorily in 
Iowa and in other states where per- 
manent roads have not yet been estab- 
lished. However, as a matter of con- 
venience, in many ways, good roads 
play such an important part in rural 
life development that our state should 
no longer delay by legislative action 
to adopt some systematic plan of per- 
manent road construction. Approxi- 
mately S3,47C',3S2 was paid In cosh as 
road tax In Iowa for the year 1911. 
Tills amount does not include tho 
amount of tax expended in work. The 
automobile lax for the year closing 
June 30. 1912, was $505,000, 
which 


will increase from year to year at the 
present rate. It is safe, to estimate the 
total amount available road tax 
in 


cash as $4.000,000, which should build 
at leaat 1,000 miles 
of 
permanent 


roads. Ten years of permanent road 
construction would give 10,000 miles 
of good roads, whereas, if the present 
method of road building continues, 
our roads will practically be no bet- 
ter at, th'e end of the ten-year 'period 
than they are today. ' This estimate 
takes no consideration ot the tax an- 
nually worked, which would be. avail- 
able for use in necessary soheral re- 
pair of. roads. 
'.Better social and in- 


dustrial conditions will follow the.cs-' 


tablishment of good roads and good 


I schools.

doubtedly come up for greater discus- 
sion in the grain-belt states this wint- 
er than ever before.
